Oth Anniversary Will Be 
Celebrated At Meeting 
Next Tuesday Night 


The twentieth anniversary of the 
Farm Bureau in El Dorado County will 
be observed at a meeting to be held on 
Tuesday night, October 26, in the Su- 
perior Court room at the courthouse. 

In tribute to the occasion and also 
to meet with Farm Bureau members 
of the county, R. W. Blackburn, presi- 
dent of the California Farm Bureau 
Federation, will attend the meeting 
and will be one of the speakers of the 
evening. 

The program for the meeting will 
endeavor, according to Farm Bureau 
officers, to accord due honors to those 
who played a part in instituting the 
organization in this county. 

According to Farm Bureau members 
the need for such an organization was 
seen by progressive farmers of the 
county and the first centers in the 
county were organized at Penobscot and 
at Rescue, where an agricultural cluo 
was all ready in existence. 


The matter of organizing a county 
Farm Bureau was taken up with the 
County Chamber of Commerce which 
gave its endorsement and support and 
a mass ‘meeting was called at the opera 
house in Placerville on October 10, 
1917. 


This meeting was called to order by 
the late Charles Rayburn, who stated 


Rayburn was named chairman of the 
meeting with Dr. O. P. Fitch as secre- 
tary. 

Prof, C. W. Rubel, of the University 
of California Agricultural Extension 
Service, was present and spoke, out- 
lining the terms and conditions upon 
which a farm advisor might be ob- 
tained for the county. 

Upon the conclusion of Mr. Rubel’s 
talk there was a general discussion fol- 
lowing which W. A. Caldwell out- 
lined the work done in the county 
looking toward forming a Farm Bu- 
reau and obtaining the services of a 
farm advisor, and August Ebbert, of 
Rescue, presented a _ petition of 30 
names from his district in support 
of the proposed organization. 

There was discussion in which Mr. 
Atwater, Mr. Ebbert, Mr. Wildman, Mr. 
Caldwell, Mrs. MacDonald, Mr. Hodg- 
kin, Mr. Irving and Mrs. W. S. Dean 
joined, followed which it was moved by 
Mr. Wildman, seconded by Mr. Cald- 
well that the meeting proceed with or- 
ganization of a county Farm Bureau. 
The motion carried unanimously. 

James A. Irving was elected presi- 
dent. Charles Rayburn was elected 
vice-president by acclamation. L. Mc- 
Nabb, Charles Schaeppi, Mrs. Julia 
MacDonald and George Van Vleck 
were elected directors. 

The minutes indicate there was an 
initial membership of 67.

Manufacturer Recalls All 
| Shipments As U. S. Warns 
Tonic Is Poisonous 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., ‘?) — Authorities 
today attributed the death of C. W. 
, Miller, 25, to an elixir of sulfanilamide. 
a chemical newly used to combat cer- 
tain types of infection. His became the 
15th death-within recent weeks at- 
tributed to that cause. ~

Miller died yesterday afternoon. An 
autopsy showed trace of swfanilamide 
in the blood system. Dr. M. Wilson Sea- 
right, president of the Memphis and 
Shebly County Medical Society, said it 
was the same elixir preparation blamed 
for nine deaths in Tulsa and five in 
east St. Louis. 

The American Medical Association 
warned earlier this week against use 
of the elixir and attributed the Tul- 
sa deaths to its use. The federal food 
and drug administration then de- 
clared the elixir poisonous. Its manu- 
facturer, a Tennessee firm, had de- 
called all shipments previously.
